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Andrus' ban rekindles refuge fight

TWIN FALLS - U.S. Interior Sec- 
retary Cecil Andrus Monday banned 
agricultural development for 20 years 
on 480,000 acres of federal land pro- 
posed for expansion of the Birds of 
Prey refuge In Idaho. 

However, either the Reagan ad- 
ministration or Congress could revoke 



Andrus' executive order, which 
aimed at protecting the hunting 
grounds of one of the world's largest 
concentrations of raptors along the 
Snake River Canyon. 

Sen. James McCIure and Senator- 
elect Steve Syrams, both Idaho Re- 
publicans, reacted strongly to the 
withdrawal, calling It arrogant and 
disrespectful of the wishes of Con- 
gress and the people of Idaho. 

McCIure said he would begin work 



immediately to reverse Andrus* ac- 
tion. 

"1 am taking this protective step as 
an interim measure until the Con- 
gress can fully consider proposed 
legislation' . . ., Andrus said in a 
press release from Washington. D.C. 

Without protection, he said, winter 
sheep and cattle ranges would be lost 
to cropland development diminishing 
the number of smalt mammals on 
which the birds prey. 



In Washington, a spokesman said 
McCIure, slated to become chairman 
of the Senate Energy and Natural 
Resources Committee, plans to hold 
congressional hearings on the pro- 
posed expansion next year and that 
there was no threat of development in 
the interim. 

Under Andrus' order, present uses 
ol the Bureau of Land Mangement 
land are allowed to continue, includ- 
ing grazing, mining, recreation and

also contains private and state land, 
which is not affeclcd by the 
withdrawal 

Andrus had publicly warned he 
would take executive action if Con- 
gress did not act on proposed Birds or 
Prey legislation before he leaves the 
administration at the end or the vear.

Peavey challenge 
to be decided 
by Idaho Senate

' BOISE - A group of 45 voters from 
Minidoka and Blaine counties filed 
Monday to contest the election of 
Democrat John Peavey to the Idaho 
SenateseatfromDlstrlct2I. 

Lieut. Gov. Phil Batt said he re- 
ceived a copy of the notice Monday 
morning In his capacity as presiding 
officer of the Idaho Senate. The 
Senate will decide the merits of the 
challenge under an 1890s law that has 
not been previously used. 

Peavey received 57 more votes than 
his Republican opponent, Maurice 
Ellsworth, . according to totals re- 
leased Nov. 5 by the office or Idaho 
Secretary of State Pete Cenamisa. 

The notice of contest stales the 
challenge will be based on: 
" • Illegal votcs cast or legal votes 
rejected at the polls in sufficient 
numbers to change the result of 
the<5lectlon. 

• Error by the board of canvassers

• Failure of Blaine County Clerk 
Marie Ulya B» comply with Idaho 
Code Chaptef 4 of Section 34, 
which spells out voter registration 
procedures. 

• A showing of cause that Ellsworth 
was the legal winner of District 21

Legal depositions to substantiate 
the charges will be recorded Dec. 16 
at 10 a.m. In the Blaine County 
Judicial Annex, according to the 
notice, which was signed by 45 
persons .

It's going 
to be kind of tough not seeing him. 

"We Just hope wc lifted his 
spirits some. It was quite emo- 
tional for all of us," Wallace said. 
"It was like saying goodbye Id him

now. I'm hoping to go over during

Quake toll 
tops 1,000 

NAPLES, Italy (IJPI) - The death 
toll In Italy's devastating earthquake 
soared past 1,000 Monday. 

Some 2,500 more people were miss- - 
ing and feared dead in the 100 shat- 
tered towns and villages where new- 
aftershocks hampered rescue 
workers searching for more bodies. 

Pope John Paul II announced lie 
would fly by helicopter to the disaster 
area to pray with the survivors and 
would visit a few of the hardest hit 
towns and villages, 

About 2,500 persons were missing 
from Tour Isolated villages east and 
south of Naples and rescue workers 
said they were believed dead, burled 
under debns from the Sunday evening 
quake. 

Interior Ministry officials in Rome 
confirmed that at least 1,012 bodies 
bad been pulled from the rubble by 
Monday night. Thousands more were

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Brush fires 
sweep city 



SAN BERNARDINO, Calif. (tIPI) 
— Screaming winds gusung to 100 
mpfa fanned several fires out of con- 
trol Monday. 

The Tires charred over 13,000 acres 
of brush and Umber and destroyed at 
least 240 homes and other buildings. 
Thousands of residents were forced to 
evacuate. 

Six firefighters were hospitalized 
suffering from smoke Inhalation and 
eye Irritation. Police reported scat- 
tered looting and National Guard 
units were dispatched to patrol the 
area. 

Officials said two of the fires were 
"man-caused" and all were raging 
out of control. 

A 4,000-acre blaze that erupted 
shortly before noon In Waterman 
Canyon north of the city, 60 miles east 
of Los Angeles, was pushed by high 
winds down toward a housing tract at 
the base of the mountains. 

LaVae Martinez, spokeswoman for 
the California Department of Forest- 
ry, said 240 structures had been de-

"It's probably much higher than 
that," she said. 

Fire officials said later at least six 
separate fires were burning In San 
Bernardino. 



"It looked like it was raining fire," 
one resident said. 

A 1,500- acre fire that erupted in San. 
Bernardino during the afternoon less 
than four miles east of the first blaze 
was burning an undetermined 
number of homes at the base of Route 
330 and threatening the huge Shadow 
Mountain Trailer Park, officials said. 

"This one without any question Is 
going to consume that trailer park," a 
forest ranger said. "The winds make 
tt Impossible to stop." 

The spokeswoman said trie fire was 
about five miles north of Pat Ion State 
Hospital, but the l^OOpaUent Institu- 
tion was not yet threatened. 

Officials said several buildings on 
the campus of Cal Stale San 
Bernardino were burning and several 
structures at Arrowhead Springs, a 
former resort that now serves as 
International headquarters of the 
Campus Crusade for Christ organiza- 
tion, were engulfed. 

Authorities also closed Highway 18, I

"The original withdrawal protected 
only the bedroom for these birds, but 
not their dining room," he said. 

The sagebrush and grassland plains 
on either side of the canyon provide 

rind squirrels and other food for 
eagles, falcons, owls and hawks 
that nest In the canyon. 

The present refuge contains 13 
species or raptors, some, of them 
endangered. About 500 nesting pair 
produce more than 1,500 young each 
year, creating a concentrated popula- 
tion believed to exceed any other site 
in North America. 

Andrus' legislation before Congress 
to enlarge the area hit a snag earlier 
this year when two groups filed suit in 
Idaho U.S. District Court. Sagebrush , 
Rebellion Inc. and the Southwestern j 
Idaho Development Association coo- I 
tend the department did not prepare I 
an adequate environmental Impact t 
statement.

Elevators in burned hotel 
opened but no bodies found 



LAS VEGAS, Nev. (irPI) - 
Searchers using Jackhammers and 
Wow torches late Monday opened 
three elevators that they feared were 
tombs for several more victims of the 
MGM Grand Hotel fire, but found no 
bodies lnstde. 

Firefighters conducting the body 
search were endangered by the sag- 
ging concrete and steel casino ceiling, 
arxfby winds gustlng near SO mph (hat 
howled through broken windows in the 
large resort, Wowing shards of glass 
over the debris from the fire In which 
at least 84 people died. 

The Suicide Prevention Center - 
which used its computers to account 
for people thought to have been stay- 
ing at the MGM Hotel when the fire 
broke out Friday morning and swept 
through the casino on the ground floor 
—still listed several people missing. 

Rescuers had feared they would 
find up to 40 more fire victims - 
many of those in the three elevators. 

Cables had snapped on at least one 
of the three mam elevators, which 
hurtl ed to the d epths of the 26-storv 
Duilding. 
Several other elevators elsewhere 



In the 2,300- room hotel had not yet 
been opened, Capt. Donald Ashley, 
head of the search team said. 

All of the known dead were iden- 
tified and their names released by 
noon Monday except two young 
women, one found lying on a stairwell 
clad only in a man s irenchcoat. She 
apparently had suffocated from 
smoke. 

None of the listed dead were from 
Idaho. 

The three cnppled elevators were 
thought to have entombed their oc- 
cupants. Dark County Fire Chief Roy 
Pamsh said at least one of the 
elevators had been submerged in 
water. 

Coroner's investigators, police 
Identification officers and firefighters 
carrvine crowbars said they had 



checked several other elevator shafts 
and found no bodies. 

Searchers who emerged from tlie 
cavernous^ basement of the hotel said 
the water was su feet deep In places, 
despite pumps working around the 
clock the last two days. 

MGM Grand spokesman Bill Bray 
said the hotel had at least 16 elevators 
for guests and eight service elevators 
used by employees. 

The flash fire, ignited by an appar- 
ent electrical failure in a wall near the 
kitchen, left block slash marks across 
the gilt Roman-style columns as it 
gutted the casino's interior.

The movie "The Towering Inferno" made a 
few years ago should have served as a 
warning to the builders of such facilities as the 
MGM Grand Hotel in Las Vegas. 

It didn't, and today they're still di gging out 
Uie bodies from the second worst hotel 
American history. 
, The $106 million, 26-story MGM complex 
was opened just seven years ago. While it was 
one of the poshest places ever built in which to 
wine, dine and gamble, safety was not a prime 
concern. 



To investigators looking into the deaths of 
80-plus people and the destruction of the 
enormous hotel-casino complex, the reasons 
for the holocaust are already known. And, 
they maintain, 80 percent of the buildings in 
this country are similarly out of date when it 
comes to fire safety. 

Those guests staying orpIayingintheMGM 
were given little warning of the fire and 
deadly black smoke. A fire alarm system 
burned up in a flash blaze before it could 
activate. 

Flammable material in the building fed the 
flames so fast It took only two minutes for the 

- fire to race through the gambling area: 

Dense smoke was sucked up open elevator 
shafts, turning the hotel into a funeral pvre.

Investigators say had an adequate sprinkl- 
ing system been installed, smoldering fires 
would have been extinguished before they 
exploded into a wall of flames. Where 
sprinklers were insta lled, they performed as

of the 8,000 people in the building at the time. 

So, there Is no great mystery as to why 
people died of smoke inhalation in (heir rooms 
or stairwells, or why some jumped to their 
deathsronvhrsonie-were-llterally'burnea 
before their next coin could be inserted into 
the slot.

The nation 's bes t prosecutor? Ha! that's a joke

CHICAGO — Cook County State's 
Attorney Bernard Carey has been 
whining on TV that somebody Is 
doubting his sdfordalned title as' the 
country r s "best prosecutor.'' 

Although be didn't say who was 
doing the doubting, I think he was 
talking about me. Eve been asking 
some questions about how Carey 
came to be named the "best pro- 
secutor" in the country. 

I don't underEtand why he should be 
so upset. When somebody proclaims 
that be Is "the best" of the several 
thousand prosecutors In the United 
States — especially during a re- 
election campaign — be should expect 
sonwctrrtofilr y " • • • • 

Carey makes the claim that he- is 
"the best" In bis campaign literature, 
which says: " 

"The National District Attorneys 
Association says: Bernard Carey Is 
the best prosecutor In the country. 

It 
comes from all toe state's attorneys 
aixilocsiproeecutors In the nation.' r 

Elsewhere In the campaign' litera- 



ture Is a. picture of a "distinguished 
service" scroll that was presented to 
Carey by this association. It Is a 
lovely scroll. 

But nowhere on the scroll does it 
actually say that anybody considers 
Carey fa be the "best" prosecutor In 
trie country. 

And It doesn't explain how "all" of 
the nation's many prosecutors came 
to the unanimous conclusion that 
Carey Is the best. - 

So I asked some questions. 

First, I called the prosecutors In 
several other major dues and asked 
them what convinced them that Carey 
was the nation's "best" prosecutor 
and how the voting for the award was 
copducted. — - - 

Not one of them knew anything 
about ll.i "It's news to me/' one 
prosecutor said. 

And not one of them bad taken part 
In any voting for Carey as "the best". 
prc«ecutor In the country. 

So the questions were put to Jack 
Yelverton, the full-time executive 
director of the National District At-, 
tomeys Association.

That's a surprising response, con- 
sidering that in the practice of law. 
which Is Carey's field, nitpicking and 
quibbling over semantics are high 
arts. Lawyers spend half of n trial 
picking nits and quibbling over 
semaiaics.-Any nlHeft unpicked or' 
semantics left unquibbled can lead to 
a case being wrwon. 

Also, If Carey can so casually puff 
himself up as "the best" prosecutor In 
the country, then bow can someone 
not wonder about some of his other 
claims to greatness. 

For example, there is his TV com- 
mercial that says the violent crime, 
rate has been dropping almost every 



year since he took office.

WASHINGTON UJPI) - The 
Senate, ending months of wrangling, 
Monday approved legislation creating 
a 11.6 billion "superfund'' to clean up 
toxtc waste dumps and chemical 
spills across the nation during the 
next five years. 

The voice vote sent the bill back to 
the House, which has passed a simitar 
bill and is expected to take up the 
Senate bill when it returns from its 
Thanksgiving recess next week. 

If the House refuses to go along with 
the Senate legislation.- differences 
would have to be worked out in a 
House-Senate conference committee 
before the bill can go to President 
Carter. 

Final passage came shortly after 
the Senate approved, by a 78-9 vote, 
technical amendments, sen. Jennings 



Randolph, D-W.Va.. said the size of 
that vote indicated another roll coll 
vole would be superfluous, and asked 
for the unrecorded voice vote. 

The proposed $1.6 billion superfund 
is a drastic cut from the M.z billion 
fund recommended by the Senate 
Environment Committee and the S2 
billion In two separate bills approved 
earlier by the House. 

About 85 percent of the $1.6 billion 
superfund would be financed by the 
chemical industry through a series of 
fees, with the balance made up by 
federal tax revenues. 

It would be used to clean up aban- 
doned hazardous waslo dumps such* 
as the Love Canal in upstate New 
York and spills of toxic substances. 

Oil spills would not be covered and 
victlma would not be compensated 
under Ihe bill.

Oil. m<i2n condemn 
competitive bidding

SALT LAKE CW, I ( IfPI )- A panel 
ot Independent oil roen Monday con- 
demoeo proposed legislation which 
would establish competitive bidding 
for nearly all oil and gas leases on 
federal lands, saying it would cut 
exploration for new wells. 

They testined a t a U.S. House 
subcommittee hearing on two pro- 
posed bills that would replace a lot- 
tery system for awarding leases on 
unexplored tracts with competitive 
bidding by energy companies. The 
bills have the backing ot the U.S. 
Interior Department. • 

William Stevens m, president of 
Imperial Resources , a small explora- 
tion firm, said the proposed legisla- 
tion would put an tind to "wild cat- 
ting" by small comp anies. 
' Oil and gas lis discovered in 
America by people drilling wild cat 
wells," he said. -'Small wild cat 
operators make 60 percent of the oil 
discoveries." 

Stevenson, the itJiairman of the 
Utah State Republ ican Party, said 
only big oil companies could afford 
the high cost of the bidding process. In 
a lottery, he said, small companies 



can be on an equal footing with energy 
giants. 

A bidding system was proposed by 
the Interior Deparment as a means to 
generate higher fees for leases In 
unexplored areas. Presently, the de- 
partment requires competitive bids 
onjy^for leases in proven oil and gas 

Expansion of the bidding 'system to 
unexplored tracts gained momentum 
In. the wake of widespread fraud 
uncovered tn the lottery system. Fed- 
eral Investigators discovered that 
some big oil companies were filing 
numerous applications, sometimes 
hiring people to submit extra 
applications In order to hide their 
source. . 

Interior Secretary Cecil Andrus has 
halted oil and gas leasing on non- 
competitive tracts while the alleged 
fraud schemes are investigated. 

Dean W. Rowell, president of 
Standard Energy Corp., told the panel 
the leasing moratorium is hurting 
American's efforts to find new 
domestic energy sources. He said 
there are currently 16,000 lease 
applications pending.

"I've never said a word to those kids, so help me," said Faust, 
who has a rule against college recruiters contacting his players 
during their football season.

Faust said he had- not given much thought to who his 
assistants will be at Notre Dame, but he doubted they would 
Include any of his staff from Moeller.
